An action .was heard in which Miss Mary 
Ellen O'Grady and Daniel O'Flaherty, 
farmer, Transtown, Watergrasshill, Co. Cork, 
claimed, as executors, to establish the will, 
dated 16th December, 1955, of James O'Grady, 
farmer, late of Transtown, who died on 11th 
June, 1935. The defendant, William O’Grady, 
plasterer, a brother of the testator, formerly 
of Transtown, and stated now to be residing 
in the United States, had opposed the will 
on the usual pleas, and ee also pleaded 
undue influence, but the latter plea was with- 
drawn. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C., who, with Mr. Ashley 
Powell (instructed by Messrs. Julian and 
O’Brien) appeared for the plaintiffs, said 
that Miss Mary O'Grady was a sister of the 
testator and Daniel O'Flaherty was a brother- 
in-law. Under the will of his father, the 
testator had .acquired a farm of about 112 
acres, with certain charges upon it. Under 
the father’s will, William, the defendant, 
got a charge of £100 o° another farm, leit 
to his brother John. William was apparently 
dissatisfied with this bequest, and counsel 
suggested that it was because of this dis- 
satisfaction that he had opposed his brother's 
will. James’s will was made while he was 
in hospital in Cork awaiting an operation. 
Mr. John O'Keeffe, managing assistant to 
Messrs. Julian and O’Brien, solicitors, who 
drew the will, and who was one of the wit- 
nesses, had since died. 

William Aherne, assistant to Messrs. Julian 
aud O’Brien, a witness of the will, stated 
that it was duly executed and that the 
testator appeared to be quite normal. 

In  cross-examination by Mr. 
Kavanagh, who (instructed by Mr. T. H. 
Gardner Wells) appeared for the defendant, 
witness said that Mr. O'Keeffe dictated the 
will to him after consulting the testator, but 
he did not remember if Mr. O'Keeffe had 
any draft for the dictation. 

Dr. P. Kiely, Cork, said that the testator 
was perfectly intelligent and normal when 
in hospital. 

Miss Mary O'Grady, one of the plaintiffs, 
said that her brother William went to 
America in 1924 and returned in 1929. He 
again went to America in 1930 after being 
married. He told witness’s mother that he 
had not been fairly treated under his father's 
will. When James told witness that he was 

iving her the place and giving William 
£200, she remarked that William would not 
be satisfied with that, and said: ‘‘ Would 
you not give him the place for quietness 
sake.” James replied that he would not, and 
that William should be satisfied with what 
he was doing. A few months after James's 
death William came back from America and 
caused trouble about the place. He tried to 
get men to leave witness’s employment. He 
said that he was the eldest son and was 
entitled to the place. He went back to 
America in July, 1936. 

Mr. Kavanagh submitted that the circum- 
stances justified an investigation of the 
making of the will.

An application was made by Mr. E. M. 
Wood (instructed by Messrs. BE, and G 
Stapleton) on behalf of Reginald J. Stewart, 
of eueck: New Jersey, U.S.A., the plaintiff 
in an action against Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., 
and Charles 8. Alston, of Newark, for an 
interlocutory injunction to restrain Hospitals 
Trust, Ltd., from parting with the seller's 
bonus of £250 payable to the seller of a 
ticket in the Derby ri u of last year, 
which drew a prize of £10,000. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy said that he did 
not understand a person who said that he 
was entitled to a bonus asking for an in- 
junction against Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd. It 
was not suggested that the Trust were going 
to run away, or that they could not pay 
people twice over if they wished to do so: 
that was their risk. 

Mr. Wood said that that was so, but an 
injunction was a more convenient and ex- 
pedient way. Thev had an intimation from 
Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., that the Trust pro- 
posed to pay the seller's bonus to the person 
whose name was on the ticket. 

' Mr. Justice Gavan oe should not 
they? If you are entitled to the bonus you 
can make them pay. I have not heard any 
suggestion that they are going bankrupt. 

r. Wood said that the practice that had 
been adopted had been to join Hospitals’ 


Trust, Ltd., as defendants in actions of 
this kind. : ‘ 
Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy said that he 


believed it was a wrong practice. 

Mr. Nolan Whelan (instructed Mr. P. H. 
O’Reilly), for Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., said 
that part of the conditions was that the 
seller was the person whose name was on 
the counterfoil. Mr. Alston was the person 
whose name appeared upon the counterfoil, 
and, consequently, so far as the Trust were 
concerned, they would be quite satisfied if 
they got a receipt from him. That would 
he a good discharge. The Trust were bound 
to pay the person whose name was on the 
counterfoil but here another person came in 
and claimed that he was, in fact, the seller, 
or in partnership with the defendant as 
seller, e Trust knew nothing about that, 
and unless there was some order of the Court 
to restrain them, they were bound to pay

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that he was not 
prepared to give an injunction. 

Mr. Nolan Whelan suggested that an order 
should be made that Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., 
should lodge £125—half of the bonus—in 
court, and should be dismissed from the 
action. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy said that he saw 
no objection to that. He made an order 
that the Trust should lodge £125, less £10 
costs, in court, and Fe séis the Trust 
from the action. He also discharged an 
interim injunction that had been obtained by 
the plaintiff against the Trust last July.

DUBLIN FIREMAN'S CLAIM

An exhibition of pictures by Mrs. Joan 
Jameson, of Cappoguin, which will continue 
at the Leicester Galleries, Leicester square. 
London, for three weeks, is attracting con- 
siderable attention. 

This is the second ‘one man ” show of 
Mrs. Jameson, who lives on the banks of the 
Blackwater, and paints for the most part 
there and in the West of Ireland. The first 
was in 1933 at the same galleries. 

The wife of Captain T. O. Jameson, she 
was born in London and studied at the 
Academie Julian, Paris, later becomimg a 
member of the Dublin Painters’ Society. 

The krish scene, peopled with its native 
figures, seems to be Mrs. Jameson's forte. 
One of her most pleasing studies is one of a 
country threshing, with operations in full 
swing—the: throbbing engine and mill and 
the industrious farm workers hard at it. 
There are many studies of fishermen, realistic 
peasants, gipsies, and cloth-shawled gossips. 
Duffy’s Circus must have been the original of 
her “Circus” ‘scene, which has all the 
glamour of the sawdust ring. 

Among portraits, the outstanding are Lady 
Charles Cavendish, in a dark suit and spotted 
scarf, painted at Lismore Castle, and Sean 
O'Sullivan, R.H.A. There is a very fine girl’s 
head and a painting of a plaster head, which 
is unusually original, 

There is a geographical series embracing 
such different subjects as Ardmore Cove, the 
Hills of Kerry, Connemara scenes, turf banks, 
Galway Docks (reminiscent of Augustus 
John), Blenheim, Galway hills and Donegal 
cottages. Mrs. Jameson has not, however, 
confined herself even to this comprehensive 
number of subjects, and some of her best 
work is displayed in still life, her paintings 
of flowers — chrysanthemums, carnations, 
poppies, dahlias and lilies—being particularly 
realistic.

METHOD OF TRAINING 
EXPLAINED 


The members of the Guild of Maoliosa, 
Ecclesiastical Art Workers, held an “ at 
heme’ last night at 42 Upper Mount street, 
Dublin, by the courtesy of the Academy of 
Christian Art. It was an enjoyable function, 
among the guests being members of the 
Academy and others interested in the aims 
and work of the Glenstal School of Art. 

Preceding the social entertainment Dom 
Winoc Mertens, 0.8.B., gave an interestin 
illustrated lecture on the purpose and wor 
of the school. 

Dom Mertens explained the method ‘of 
training at the Glenstal School of Art. It 
was a very special school, which designed to 
fill the gap now empty between the artist and 
the ordinary workman. There was no lack of 
artists or of capable architects. When there 
was question of — their designs they 
could visit museums and public monuments 
and consult the literature of their art for 
their authorities, bat always the draftsman 
and the modeller had before him the alarming 
prospect of seeing his finest ambitions te 
sible of ackaevement unless in the worksho 
there were men egual to the task in hand, or 
he could find artisans and workmen artists 
who could understand and bring his aims to 
fruition. This problem had very often to be 
faced. 

In these circumstances, he said, con- 
tinuously trammelled by the horrible thought 
of seeing his work reduced to the level of 
that of the mechanic and the work devoid of 
finish, it was most difficult for the great artist 
to create a really original piece of work. 

The task of the Glenstal School of Art was 
to give the designer and modeller confidence 
in the assurance that in the future their work 
could be brought to completion without call- 
ing in the aid of foreign workmen. Their 
task was to bring to life again those genera- 
tions of artisans, sculptors and metal-workers 
who in times past were the glory of this 
country. Already nine students had com- 
»leted their studies at Glenstal, and three of 
them were now engaged in making church 
furniture. Hitherto not many of the you 
men of the neighbouring parishes could stall 
themselves of the facilities offered by the 
school, as it was only a day school. By next 
September, however, they hoped to open a 
boarding school and to invite students from 
all parts of the country. By this means they 
hoped in a few years or so the artist. work- 
man would be restored to the standard of 
former days.

Shooting at the Aoon 


The announcement of the British Inter- 
Planetary Association’s scheme for sending 
a rocket to the moon will come as a shock 
of interest to those of us who have seen 
“ Things to Come.” Apparently the same 
plan which Mr. Wells conceived - for 
supplying motive power for his projectile 
in the film is now going to be put into 
practice. Here igs a popular account of 
the scheme as I understand it :— 

The rocket will consist of three chambers, 
two of them being filled with explosive 
liquid fuel. At certain distances from the 
earth these champers will explode, pro- 
viding new force to impel the missile 
onward. The scientists claim that the 
journey will be accomplished within two 
days; this, I understand, works out at a 
speed of seven miles a second! How the 
experts—whose headquarters are in Liver- 
pool, by the way—can tell if the projectile 
will ever hit the moon, or what good it 
can do if it does arrive, I cannot imagine. 

Should the effort succeed, however, it 
will at least have accomplished one re- 
markable feat. It will have put Mr. Wells 
behind the times, for in his film he gave 
mankind another century to establish 
connections with the moon,

ships a team of County Wexford plough- 
men was victorious in the contests held on 
the Buruaby estate here to-day. The mem- 
bers of the team were Messrs. Michael Red- 
mond, Edward Jones and Mathew Tobin, the 
last being one of the oldest ploughmen in 
the country. 

The event was the most successful yet held 
by the Ploughing Association. There were 
fifty-seven entrants, representing eighteen of 
the Free State counties. The weather was 
bitterly cold, with a sharp east wind blowing 
ime the sea; but this proved no handicap to 
the competitors, many of whom p 
their shirt-sleeves. - a 
_ The attendance, which was clos. cn 5,000, 
included Mr. de Valera, Dr. James Ryan, 
Minister for Agriculture; Mr. Frank Aiken, 
Minister for Defence, and several members 
of the Dail. Special “buses carried many 
spectators from Dublin, and there was a large 
attendance of supporters from many counties. 

The standard of ploughing in these com- 
petitions has shown a oe. improvement 
since the inauguration of the competitions in 
1951. In the senior classes the work was of 
a very high quality, and the opinion that 
County Wexford would win the champion- 
ships for the sixth time was general from 
the start, and the judges’ decision supported 
this opinion, the prizes for the best general 
work, the best middle and the best furrow 
being all won by the Wexfordmen. 

Edward Jones, a member of the Wexford 
team, was declared semor champions of Ire- 
land, and presented with the Esma Cup as 
the individual scorinz the highest marks. He 
also was awarded the £1 prize for the best 
middle. M. Redmond, another member of

Luke Bracken, of County Westmeath, was 
declared junior champion, and presented with 
the Drummond Perpetual Cup as the indivi- 
dual in the junior ciass scoring the highest 
net marks.

Constitution, youth movements, un- 

employment, agriculture, prices and 
wages, housing loans, slums, nationalisation 
of transport and control of prices, were dis- 
cussed by the Irish Labour Party Conference 
on its second day’s sitting at Parnell square, 
Dublin, yesterday. oe 

Congratulating the Labour deputies in the 
Dail on their opposition to sentences by the 
Military Tribunal, Mr R. J. Connelly, Bray, 
said that they were supposed to have internal 
peace in the country, and it was high time 
that the ordinary legal machinery should be 
restored. The party should’ press for the 
abolition of the Military Tribunal under the 
new Constitution, and they should ensure 
that it embodied no methods for oppression 
and keeping the country more like an armed 
camp than a peaceful community. 

‘The new-fangled mentality of the Fianna 
Fail and United Ireland Parties, under which 
they both were determined to insist upon the 
British monarchy as a symbol of imperial! 
unity in Ireland,’’ was commented upon by 
Mr. Michael Price (Dublin), who comph- 
mented the Labour T.D.’s on their stand in 
relation to recent Dail enactments concerning 
the accession of George VI. It was obvious, 
he said, that Fianna Fail would retain that 
winciple in the new Constitution. In the 
last analysis it was only the working-class 
movement that took a definite stand against 
imperialism 

‘The acceptance of the British monarch 
as the une of common citizenship can at 
no time be acceptable ta the Irish working 
classes. "' 


YOUTH AND POLITICS 


Strong opposition to the regimentation of 
youth for political purposes was voiced by 
sone of the speakers to a resolution, instruct- 
ing the Administrative Council to initiate a 
Labour youth movement, having for its object 
the educational and social development of the 
young workers of Ireland. , 

Mr. John Smith (Bakers’ Union) disap- 
proved of the exploitation of youth, as they 
were being exploited by_ Fascism. 

Mr. J. T. O'Farrell (Railway Clerks’ Asso- 
ciation) also opposed the organisation of 
youth on a political basis, One of the 
greatest tragedies of recent years, he said, 
was the regimentation of vouth by dictators 
in other lands: It was destructive of the 
splendid illusions of youth, whose place was 
on the playing fields. They had enough 
heat on football fields already without in- 
troducing politics into sport. Unfortunately, 
the Free State was not free from that evil, 
The term ‘‘ League of Youth” had become 
one of sinister import. It was deplorable 
to find boys inveigled into secret societies, 
induced to take oaths, and taught to have 
no respect for the sanctity of human life; 
to find young people sent out to stain their 
hands with human blood and .commit de- 
plorable acts in the name of patriotism. 

Mr. C. O’Shannon (Dublin) said if the 
voung people had no opinions they would be 
formed for them by other people. They 
should train the young people in the things 
that mattered. 

Mr, John Breen (Dublin) said the youth of 
the country had been disillusioned by Fianna 
Fail, and now was the time to get them. 
Mr. W. N. Maslin (Trinity College) said 
if they had a Labour youth movement, with 
high ethics and. noble aims, they would 
bring the youth of the country into the 
movement. i 

Mr. 8. O'Brien (Dublin) denied that he 
had any intention of introducing semi-mili- 
tarism into the propaned movement. His 
view was that they were giving too much 
attention to the bread and butter side, and 
not enough to the social side that would 
attract young people. to labour. He had no 
idea of forming an opposition militarist 
movement to Fascism.

T.D. ON WIDESPREAD 
DESTITUTION 


Moving a resolution demanding the amend- 
ment oí the Unemployment Assistance Acts, 
Mr. Norton said that between the intro- 
duction of the Act in 1933 and the present 
time the cost-of-living figure had risen from 
129 to 155. For food alone the cost-of-living 
had risen by 124 per cent. The minimum 
cost-of-living for a family of five was at least 
50s. per week, but the unemployed were 
expected to keep a family of seven in a place 
like Dublin, with its high prices, on 2s, a 
week, and in the country on 12s. 6d. per 
week. The present scales of unemployment 
assistance were utterly inadequate to main- 
tain the recipients at the lowest standard of 
life. They were producing the citizens of 
to-morrew on meals which cost two-thirds 
of a penuy each. They ought not hesitate 
to demand that in the widespread hunger and 
destitution that existed the State should face 
up to its responsibilities. 

They were told that they were on the high 
road to prosperity, and were better off than 
other countries. If there was prosperity, the 
unemployed ought to have shared with them 
some of the prosperity being pocketed by the 
privileged few. It was an ironic commentary 
on all the talk about self-sufficiency to find 
that they could not provide anything better 
than the present miserable scale of assistance. 

Mr. Hurley (Cork) seconded, and the 
resolution was carried, 

Mr.. M. J Keyes, T.D., proposed a resolu- 
tion protesting emphatically against the 
application of employment period orders to 
persons who could not find work.

A resolution expressing the view that the 
present rates of benefit under the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act were inadequate and 
should be increased, and that benefits should 
be continued without a break for the period 
of unemployment, was adopted on the pro- 
posal of Mr. 'T. Johnson.

The Conference called on the Government 
to take such administrative and legislative 


steps as were necessary to organise the 


potential wealth of the country and plan its 
development in an orderly manner, so that 
all citizens might be assured of work and 
wages requisite for a decent standard of life, 

Mr J. J. O’Brien (Cork) said that they 
would like to sound a note of warning to 
those who were concerned with Christian 
Fronts and other camouflages that unemploy- 
ment provided a problem they should devote 
themselves to. They would make the issue 
of the unemployed a very definite issue during 
the general election.

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OBITUARY 


SIR SAMUEL KELLY 


Sir Samuel Kelly, C.B.E., D.L., Chairman 
of Messrs, John Kelly, Ltd., shipowners and 
coal importers, Belfast, died yesterday morn- 
ing at his residence, Ballymenoch, Holywood, 
Co. Down, aged 57, Sir Samuel Kelly occupied 
& prominent position in the commercial and 
mercantile life of Belfast, and was identified 
with many successful enterprises throughout 
Ireland. The elder son of the late Mr. John 
Kelly, Sir Samuel was educated at Mount 
pottinger School and Campbell College, Bel- 
fast, and on the death of his father he be- 
came Chairman of John Kelly, Ltd, He 
also controlled numerous business enterprises, 
including several jn Dublin, Cork and other 
towns in the Free State. In 1921 his firm 
purchased the Cumberland Coal Mine, which 
had an output of 1,500 to 2,000 tons a day. 
Sir Samuel was co-opted a member of the 
Belfast Harbour Commissioners in August, 
1918. On the occasion of the King’s visit 
to Belfast in 1921, he received the C.B.E., 
and in 1922 he received the honour of knight- 
hodd. He was a liberal subscriber to the 
funds of the Methodist Church, and was an 
active entertainer of those members who 
attended the Methodist Conference in Bel- 
fast last year. Sir Samuel Kelly is survived 
by Lady Kelly, who was a daughter of the 
late Mr. Kennedy Stewart, of Bangor. 

The Chairman (Sir Ernest Herdman, D.L.), 
Sir J. Milne Barbour, M.P., and other mem- 
bers of the Belfast Harbour Board made 
reference to the death of Sir Samuel Kelly at 
the board meeting yesterday, and a resolution 
recording appreciation of his services and 
expressing sympathy with Lady Kelly. 


THE REV. FRANCIS KELLY, C.P. 


The death took place on Monday Jast, at 
St. Paul’s Retreat, Mount Argus, Dublin, of 
the Rev. Father Francis Kelly, C.P., at the 
age of 70. 

Father Kelly was born in Ballymore, 
County Westmeath, and in’ 1884 joined the 
Passionist Congregation... After he was 
ordained Father Francis worked for many 
years in Australia, and from 1902 he was 
Superior of the Glen Osmund . Retreat, 
Adelaide, for nine years. When he returned 
to Ireland he was elected Rector of St. 
Gabriel’s Retreat, Enniskillen. Subsequently 
Father Francis held many other hich offices 
in the Passionist Congregation. These in- 
cluded the Rectorship of St. Paul's Retreat, 
at Mount Argus; Master.of Novices, and Pro- 
vincial Consultor, a position which he held 
from 1929 until two years ago. Father Kelly 
was very well known in many parishes in 
England and Ireland as a am ab sea during 
missions and retreata. 


MB. A. W. BAIN 


Mr. A. W. Bain, J.P., vice-president of 
the Corporation of Insurance Brokers, who 
died at Harlow Grange, Harrogate, on Feb- 
ruary 1, would have been 84 on February 7. 
He was one of the founders of the Corpora- 
tion, and was an original member of the 
council of that body from 1912 to 1915, when 
he became vice-president. Mr. Bain was 
born at Holywood, County Down, and at the 
age of 18 went to South Africa, where he is 
stated to have discovered the first gold mine 
at Kimberley. On his return to asa he 
entered into partnership with his two brothers 
under the title of Bain Brothers at Belfast.

It is a rare treat for Dublin playgoers to 
be offered a play by John Webster, that 
second-greatest of the Elizabethans. Thanks 
to the Earl of Longford, whose company pre- 
sented “The Dmchess of Malfi’’ at the Gate 
Theatre last night, that rare treat may now 
be onjoyed for at least two weeks. “The 
Duchess of Malfi ” is not so well known as 
Webster’s ‘“‘The White Divel,” but if is im 
every respect a better ag, 6 Webster had 
passed his apprenticeship by the time he 
came to write ‘*The Duchess of Malfi,”’ and 
even if it was disregarded in his lifetime, 
the consensus of scholarship and criticism has 
since lifted it to a position second only to 
Shakespeare among the Elizabethans, and 
consequently among all dramatists in English. 
The play was first staged some time about 
1614, and was published in 1623; but it does 
not figure frequently in the programmes of 
any but the specialist societies, and a very 
long time has elapsed since 1b was publicly 
presented in Ireland. 


Nobility or Revenge? 


“The Duchess of Malfi” is generally re- 
garded as a drama of vengeance—drama in 
which not only is there “ blood in the: fifth 
act; but in which the theme 1s that of 
revenge: As presented at the Gate Theatre 
last night, although there was blood shed in 
copious abundance, the abiding impression is 
that of a noble a who faced adversity with 
superb courage. When the Duke of Calabria 
refused to countenance the marriage of the 
widowed Duchess of Malfi, who was his sister 
and the sister of the Cardinal, with the 
steward of her household, Antonio Bologna, 
he started that train of events which ended 
in death for nearly everyone concerned.) He 
had it revealed to the Duchess that her 
husband and children had been mur- 
dered; going so far as to show her 
the corpses and to present her with 
the severed hand of a man as evidence. 
That harrowed her, but it did not shatter 
her magnificent spirit. The masque of the 
madmen also failed, as did the interview 
with the tomb-designer and the slow proces- 
sion of the coffin-bearers. Her courage did 
not wilt when the noose of the stranglers 
went about her neck. She faced death as 
she had faced life, with all the dignity and 
nobility. of Castile, 


Fate of Murderers 


When the Duchess had departed it was 
as if the sun had gone from the scene: the 
play descends into a welter of plots and 
cdunter-plots for the ‘‘liquidation ' of the 
saparate murderers. Duke Ferdinand of 
Chlabria becomes a raving maniac; his 
buother, the Cardinal, an amorous poisoner ; 
the husband, Antonio, a fugitive; and only 
Rosola the treacherous remains to the the 
instrument of vengeance. Through this maze 
of murder Bosola wanders as if himself de- 
mented, killing Antonio, whom he had in- 
tended to deliver from his ferocious enemies, 
It is his dagger that litters the stage with 
corpses for the final curtain, so that the 
young son of Antonio and the Duchess looks 
out over a field of death such as only an 
Elizabethan boy or a boy of the Medici 
in Renaissance Florence could have beheld 
with equanimity. All the wickedness of 
Calabria and Malfi had gone; a new age had 
dawned with the coming of this boy. The 
nobility of the Duchess had triumphed. 


Splendid Production 


The thought often occurs when attendin 
an Elizabethan play that the playwrights o 
that time would have benefited greatly by 
sitting with Professor Baker at Harvard. 
Their plots would have benefited, even if 
their poetry suffered. The Gate Theatre 
crotuiiats is capably and poner oe, hg 
so that Webster's poetry remains while his 
lot becomes understandable. The settings 
y Mr. Peter Powell were simple and colour- 
ful, and Lord Longford’s costumes. brought 
Machiavelli’s Italy to life. Norman Scace 
made a forceful Duke Ferdinand, giving point 
to many obscure things in the text. Bosola, 
in the person of Blake Gifford, gave the con- 
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necting link to the drama: the weakling who 
never quite knew his own mind and was 
used for the designs of others. It was Miss 
Jean Anderson’s Duchess that gave nobility 
to the production: it is a splendid per- 
formance of a great character. Antonio was 
presented in sympathetic guise °y, lan 
Aylmer, and his friend Delio by Ronald 
Ibbs.

IRELAND AND A WOBLD 
WAR

“ Treland—Retrospect- and Prospect ™ was 
the title of a lecture delivered at a meetin 
of Sinn Fein at the headquarters, Parn 
square, Dublin, last night by “John 
Brennan,” the well-known woman journalist. 
Dealing with the possibility of another world 
war, and [Ireland's position in such an event, 
the lecturer said that Ireland occupied a 
dangerous position in 1914 at the outbreak of 
the Great War, but had been saved by the 
action of the Volunteers and by the action of 
Casement in going to Germany to secure 
neutral treatment for her. To-day ma 
was re-fortifying Spike Island, and her 
other naval bases in the Free State and in 
the Six Counties. In the North officials 
called wardens had been created to show 
people to places of safety in the event of air 
raids, and in Dublin the Red Cross organisa- 
tion had begun gas mask drill.

Foreigners in Egypt 


Last year, for the first time in two 
hundred centuries, Egypt became an inde- 
pendent nation. The signing of the 
Anglo-Egyptian Treaty: removed the last 
limitation on her sovereignty, and from 
August onwards she has been in free 
control of her own fortunes. Yet there 
exist to-day, and will exist for some years 
to come, a few lingering traces of the long 
years of subjection. So long as the system 
of “ capitulations ” remains, Egypt reason- 
ably can that her technical 
sovereignty is not absolute, and that her 


complain 


practical sovereignty is still subject to 
interference. It is all very well for Europe 
—in other

to argue that ‘‘capitulations 
words, a system which permits a certain 
favoured status to foreigners upon Egyptian 
soil—have been in operation there since 
the time of Alexander the Great; the 
argument, in these days of intense and 
jealous nationalism, does not hold water. 
Actually, so long as favours are permitted 
to toreigners, Egypt is bound, to some 
extent, to suffer. So long as foreigners, 
for example, are exempt from the full 
rigours of Egyptian taxation the Egyptian 
Exchequer must be the poorer; for 
foreigners conirol a great part of the 


national wealth, which is forbidden by 


sé , 


the ‘‘ capitulations ' system to pay tribute 
to the national revenues. This is, perhaps, 
the chief thorn in the Government's side ; 
but at the moment it is content to concen- 
trate on the matter of the ‘‘ mixed courts.”’ 
“Mixed courts’’ are not peculiar to 
Egypt; they exist also in China—and the 
inevitable comparison does not fail to hurt 
the Egyptian’s proper pride. They date 
from last century, and are based on the 
presumption that the European cannot ex- 
pect justice from African hands. Every 
European nationality—or every nation- 
ality that is represented to any high degree 
in Egypt—is entitled to have its own judge 
courts. If a dispute

The treaty between England and Egypt 
provided, inter alia, for the removal of 
the mixed courts and of ‘capitulations ”’ 
generally by a gradual process, whose 
details would be arranged later. Notes 
have been passing between the two 
Governments for a few weeks past, but 
the future of the tribunals will be de- 
cided, once and for all, at a conference of 
Powers at Montreux next April. Great 
Britain has a special part to play. She 
has promised the Egyptians to support 
their case at Montreux, and to this end 
it is necessary that she shall reach agree- 
ment with them on the precise scope of 
their ambitions. The basic fact is that 
not only British interests, but the in- 
terests of many foreign Powers, will be 
hit severely by the removal of capitula- 
tions. In the first place, the Egyptians 
demand that nearly all business, which 
at present is heard by the ‘consular 
courts,’’ shall be transferred to the mixed 
courts;¢in other words, that 
clusively foreign courts shall remain in 
Egypt at all. In the second place, they 
wish to transfer a great part of the busi- 
ness of the mixed courts to the ordinary 
Egyptian courts. It is understood that 
Great Britain is sympathetic with both 
proposals, and consents to twelve years as 
the period over which the transiticn from 
mixed to all-Egyptian courts shall be 
spread. There is grave doubt, however, 
whether the other Powers which have in- 
terests in Egypt will be equally com- 
placent. We must not forget that, for all 
the intimate connection of Great Britain 
and Egypt, the actual number of British 
subjects resident in Egypt is very small. 
For every Englishman there are probably 
six Frenchmen, ten Italians and twelve

Signor Mussolini, indeed, is the chief 
nigger in the Egyptian wood-pile—and, 
incidentally, the causa causans of the 
Anglo-Egyptian Treaty, For years the 
Wafdist revolutionaries had been holding 
out against an amicable agreement with 
Great Britain. Negotiations for a similar 
treaty failed in 1930 because Nahas Pasha 
and his colleagues were not content with 
the terms that Britain offered them, and 
the succeeding years saw the growth of an 
increasingly bitter feeling against the 
United Kingdom. It was only when Signor 
Mussolini made his first demonstrations 
against Abyssinia that the Wafd began to 
see reason. Signor Mussolini has made 
little secret of his Egyptian aspirations. 
He already possesses a huge area of 
Eastern Africa, and the addition of Egypt 
would give him not only the practical 
control of the Suez Canal, but also would 
render Italy the principal European Power 
in Africa. Egypt has realised that an 
alliance with Great Britain, even if it in- 
volves certain temporary disadvantages, is 
vastly preferable to subjection by Italy. 
She knows that,

unaided, she cannot 
jection of the alliance with Great Britain 
would have meant immediate annexation 
by Signor Mussolini. Hence Great Britain 
is, in effect, responsible for her protection 
for some years yet, and Egypt is bound 
to occupy those years in the formation of 
an army and air force which will be 
sufficient to protect her against foreign 
invasion in the future, The cost of such 
re-armament is formidable, and we cannot 
wonder that the Egyptians are anxious for 
the removal of the capitulations system 
which denies them so much revenue, Yet 
a nation that stands at the cross-roads of 
the earth cannot expect ever to be free of 
-interference. We do not believe that an 
independent Egypt ever can dispense with 
a heavy bill for her fighting services. |

enquire with polite irony whether we 
propose to devote ourselves to a lifetime 
of gloomy and fanatical self-abnegation. 
In these days, it must be admitted, the 
arguments of the Midianites are more 
difficult to meet than they used to be. So 
exquisitely balanced is the world’s 
economic structure that it is increasingly 
dificult to find any form of self-denial 
which will not cause widespread suffering 
and ruin. Let us give up tobacco, and in 
a walk through the streets a few weeks 
hence we shall be rewarded by a reproach- 
ful glance from our tobacconist as he takes 
a last survey of his well-loved premises 
before entering the workhouse van. There 
will be many deaths from starvation in 
Virginia, and the suicide will be announced 
of Mr. Gold and Mr, Flake. Faced by this 
prospect of horror, the smoker must think 
twice before he embarks upon a course of 
self-denial so fraught with disaster to 
others. Let him abstain from the theatre, 
walk instead of ride, give up detective 
stories or mutton, he must find himself 
confronted with the 
economic law. Moreover, the whole. pur- 
pose of the Lenten fast disappears when 
self-denial is practised in this crude way.

The essence of sacrifice is 
not that he should make others feel it. 
Yet the principle which impels Christian 
people to an annual period of mortification 
is one of great value, and it must not be 
allowed to disappear from modern life. If 
we deny ourselves we drive others to ruin. 
If we indulge as usual we neglect that 
opportunity to strengthen the spirit which 
the Lenten period is intended to afford. 
How shall the dilemma be resolved? The 
answer seems to be in a fuller realisation 
Self-denial, 
which in some takes the form of abstinence, 
must take in others to an equal degree the 
form of a distasteful indulgence. When 
one man gives up tobacco it is the duty of 
another, a strong critic of the nicotine 
habit, to spend the whole period of Lent 
in puffing shag. Regular speakers at 
temperance meetings must be prepared to 
spend forty nights in a bar-room. Thus, 
not only will the essential equipoise of 
trade be maintained, but self-denial in its 
truest form will be practised. If health 
should suffer, the participants in this social 
contract will be still more deeply conscious 
of spiritual gain. By none but the most 
material can the mere improvement of the 
physical body be considered as the deeper 
purpose of the Lenten season. |

Amateur Drama 


In almost every commentary upon the 
condition of the theatre in Britain 
one will meet the opinion that any 
vitality in that institution to-day rests 
with the amateur dramatic societies and 
the numerous repertory theatres in all 
parts of the Kingdom. Lamentations 
arise from many diverse quarters about 
the condition of what is known as the 
‘‘commercial’’ theatre, which, in effect, 
means the professional theatre in London’s 
West End and such few touring organisa- 
tions as still remain. Barrie’s ‘‘ The Boy

drawn after a short run. Trifling non- 
sense often achieves remarkable runs, but 
some serious plays have lasted for a year, 
even under present, difficulties, The com- 
mercial theatre is not quite hopeless, but 
it remains broadly true that drama to-day 
is kept alive by the repertory theatres 
and the amateur dramatic societies over 
the greater part of England and Scotland. 
The credit for this salvage work—for 
salvage work it really is—must be given 
to a few public-spirited people like Sir 
Barry Jackson, Mr. William Armstrong. 
and Mr. B. 8S. Rowntree, all of whom 
have done tremendous work for the 
repertory theatres. Immense credit also 
must go to the British Drama League 
and to Mr. Geoffrey Whitworth, who 
guided that institution through its 
formative years. The British Drama 
League sponsors and directs the British 
Community Theatre Festival, for which 
over 700 amateur dramatic companies 
have entered this year. The preliminary 


teams from many districts in England 
and Wales will go into area finals, from 
which the companies are chosen to compete 
in the National Final in London in the 
early summer. This great movement began 
in 1926 with only six companies in the 
competition ; this year about 750 companies 
are striving for recognition from a large 
number of adjudicators on acting, produc- 
tion, settings and choice of play. We have 
several similar competitions in Ireland, 
of which tne largest and probably the 
most important is the Father Mathew 
Dramatic Art Competition, which is to 
be revived this year. If our area com- 
petitions could be linked in some way 
with a national competition, fine service 
would be rendered to the amateur dra «atic 
movement, and to the drama, in Ireland. 


The Plan Perfect 


The British Ministry of Transport has 
issued a memorandum on the subject of 
arterial roads which provides the Govern- 
ment at Westminster with a reconstruction 
plan, perfect and complete in every detail. 
Engineers and surveyors have combined 
with the Department experts to build a 
motorist’s Utopia ; and now it remains for 
the Government to approve the proposals 
and to vote the funds, One can make no 
estimate of the length of time that it will 
take the Government to do its share; but 
certainly Mr. Hore-Belisha can do no 
more. He has thought of everything. In 
the memorandum he demands a fixed 
standard of visibility on bends; a mini- 
mum radius for those bends; a minimum 
distance between junctions; bridges to 
carry main-line traffic over secondary 
roads; light-coloured materials for road 
surfaces ; dual carriage-ways ; cycle tracks ; 
indented bays for omnibus stops; and a 
scientifically graded banking on all fast 
corners. Furthermore, he would have 
guard-rails or hedges between road and 
footpath wherever pedestrian — traffic 
normally is heavy; wide grass verges 
planted with trees and shrubs to lessen 
the glare of headlights ; the removal of all 
obsolete or redundant road signs ; the pre- 
servation, as far as possible, of ancient 
buildings ; and a rigid control of ribbon 
building. Mr. Hore-Belisha has a number, 
a large number, of other suggestions ; but 
the scope of his memorandum already 
must be clear. He now may sit back, his 
duty done, and leave the rest of the job to 
Parliament—and how sad it is that Parlia- 
ment is too busy procuring funds for re- 
armament to find the time to harken to 
his voice. One wonders, though, if any 
scheme of road construction so huge as 
Mr. Hore-Belisha’s ever could be initiated 
in a democratic country. The dictators 
can do it, because they are quite ready to 
spend millions on highways which have a 
strategic value; but Westminster—and 
Merrion street—are urged onwards only 
by the faint voices of. those who would 
preserve human life on the roads.

be no question of a return of the colonies. 
The whole business at present is just a 
series of light skirmishes, as nothing 
definite can be said or done until a forma! 
demand comes from Berlin. In such en 
event it is understood that it is the inte: 
tion of the Government to refer it to the 
League of Nations Council for early con 
sideration, since most of the colonies are 
held under the mandate of the League, 
and it is highly improbable that the 
could be given back to Germany without a 
plebiscite being taken of their inhabitants. 


Mr. Runcirnan’s U.S. Visit 


The House of Commons listened with 
reat interest this afternoon while Mv. 
ansan gave an account, of his visit to 
the. United States and of his interviews 
with members of the United States 
Government. He made it quite clear in 
the beginning that it was at no time in- 
tended that he should conduct negotiations 
on any specific subject, but he had several 
useful conversations on trade matters 
which revealed that further exploration 
will be necessary before negotiations can 
take place with a view toa reciprocal 
trade agreement. These explorations are 
now taking place. When asked if there 
was any mention of debts Mr. Runciman 
gave no reply beyond emphasising the fact 
that his visit was purely informal. 


The First Levee 


A few minutes before the King left Buck- 
ingham Palace this morning to drive to 
St. James’s Palace, where he was to hold 
the first Levée of his reign, the skies were 
dark and overcast, and there was a heavy 
shower of snow and hail. As the carriage 
left the Palace, however, the sun shone 
forth, and the King had a most 
enthusiastic reception from the crowds of 
people lining the short route. The King 
smilingly acknowledged the salutations, 
and appeared to be very well and in great 
spirits. The Levée, attended by the Duke 
of Gloucester in military uniform and the 
Duke of Kent in naval uniform, lasted 
nearly an hour, 


The Coronation Broadcast

King leaves Buckingham Palace until he 
returns, though it will be suspended, as 
far as the Abbey is concerned, during the 
actual Service.

Mrs, Simpson's Title 

The style and title of Mrs. Simpson on 
her marriage to the Duke of Windsor 
have been much discussed of late, many 
people quite forgetting that the Duke has 
no need of the Royal assent to his 
marriage, and that his wife, on that event 
taking place, will become Her Royal High- 
ness the Duchess of Windsor, with all 
the privileges pertaining to the position. 
The Evening Standard remarks, to-night 
that particular considerations affecting 
the position of the lady would have to be 
discussed before any decision could be 
reached as to whether she would receive 
all these rights, and such a decision would 
be governed in part by traditions of the 
Court. The matter will really be one for 


the King and Queen to decide. 


The English Colony in Malaga 

Malaga, before the civil war began, had 
the most important English colony in 
Spain. Many people went to the place 
for a rest cure, while forty years ago 4 
group of Englishmen set up a big trading 
concern there, and as a result of marriages 
on the, part of Englishmen with the 
natives, there is quite an Anglo-Spanish 
race. The English colony had a club, and 
produced a paper with a section for 
London news, while an English pro- 
fessional’ was engaged for the Malaga golf 
links, the largest in the country, which 
cost over fifty thousand pounds to lay 
out. The climate is very dry, and what 
grass was required for the course had to 
be artificially, and, therefore, very ex- 
pensively, produced. It is feared that al! 
the former English residents have had 
their property destroyed, as nearly every 
villa has been looted and wrecked.

YOUNG British archeologist, 
Mr. Walter Emery, has dis- 
covered the only body of a noble of 
the first dynasty of Egypt which has 
yet been found. He found it at 
Sakkara, almost within sight ef the 
steep pyramid of Zoser. | 
The body is that of Sabu, Governor 
of the province under King Azab, the 
fifth ruler of the first dynasty. 

With the body,in the tomb was an 
unique schist vase shaped like the steer- 
ing wheel of a motor car and of about the 
same size. It had a hole in the centre 
and four petals, probably for holding 
lotus blossoms on a pole. The value of at 
can only be compared with the famous 
Portland Vase. Its craftsmanship and 
quaint design are the finest known example 
of the work of the old Kingdom of Egypt. 
It is sculptured. from a solid block of slate, 


VASE SHATTERED 


The vase was shattered when found. Mr. 
Emery’s assistants spent a whole week 
sifting the sand for fragments and piecing 
together the priceless find, which was sent 
to Cairo Museum this morning from 
Sakkara. : 

Within a few minutes of its arrival i 
was placed on view to allow tourists to 
view it before the Museum was closed this 
afternoon for two days’ holiday—one to 
celebrate the departure of the Holy Carpet 
for Mecca and the other in honour of the 
King’s birthday. 

The decapitated body of Sabu was lying 
in a contracted position at the bottom of 
the burial pit in the centre of a plundered 
tomb on the edge of the desert. The 
ancient robbers tore off the head in order 
to steal the necklaces, which had been 
buried with the dead Governor. 

The tomb itself dates back to approxi- 
mately 3,200 B.C, 


UNIQUE COLLECTION 


An unique collection of stone vessels 
and fragments of inlaid ivory boxes bear- 
ing the actual date of the reign of King 
Azab were found round the body. 

Six boxes containing wine, food, and 
vessels, and sealed with the seals of Sabu 
and King Azab, were grouped round the 
body. The remains of whole sides of beef 
placed in the tomb for the sustenance of 
Sabu’s soul also were found. 

Mr. Emery also has discovered the tomb 
of another noble of the first dynasty. 
This tomb departs entirely from the con- 
ventional superstructural design, and 
resembles a miniature, terraced, mud-brock 
pyramid similar to what is believed to be 
the shape of the Royal tombs of the 
world’s most ancient kings—rulers of the 
first dynasty. 

Local Egyptologists are very enthusiastic 
about Mr. Emery’s discoveries,

These new finds, together with Mr. 

Emery’s discovery last year of the tomb 
of Hamaka, Grand Vizier of King Den, 
and evidence collected from the wrecked 
tombs at Abydos by Sir Flinders Petrie, 
have brought the existence of the nobles 
of the first dynasty out of the shades of 
conjecture into the sphere of reality. 
- Sir Flinders Petrie, who returned to 
Egypt recently, discovered evidence of the 
existence of Sabu while he was excavating 
at Abydos, some three hundred miles from 
Cairo, thirty years ago. | :

BELFAST’S NEW 
AIRPORT 


400 ACRES OF LAND 
RECLAIMED 


CONTRACT FOR LARGE

M ESSRS,. HARLAND & WOLFF, 


LTD., have secured the con- 
tract for the erection of a large 
hangar at the Belfast Harbour 
Board’s new airport at Sydenham. 

Work upon the building will commence 
almost immediately, and when completed 
it will be possible to use a large portion 
of the ground which has been reclaimed. 
It is expected that subsidiary buildings, 
such as work shops, repair dépét and fly- 
ing school, etc., will be put up in due 
course, which will provide the airport 
with all the facilities of a modern aero- 
drome. 

A number of high tension cables and 
pylons near the site of the aerodrome have 
prevented a licence being issued for the 
use of the airport for the public, but these 
are being removed, and the Air Ministry 
has issued an Order in Council authorising 
the harbour ruthorities to go on with 
their preparations. The official licensing 
of the aerodrome will then follow. A total 
area of nearly 400 acres has been re- 
claimed, and this will provide Belfast 
with an airport which will be one of the 
most comprehensive in the British Isles. 
At present about 100 acres are ready for 
immediate use. The site of the airport is 
within five minutes by motor car from 
the centre of the city. Water for landing 
seaplanes of any size is available within 
half a mile of the aerodrome, and the 
deep water channel will render embarka- 
tion and servicing a comparatively easy 
matter.

EXTRAORDINARY BELIEFS 


Mr. Mcliroy declared that the workers 
of the North had no political objective, 
and were divided on the question of re- 
ligion. The move for the establishment 
of an Irish Republic must, he said, come 
essentially from the Irish Free State ; but 
it was the convinced opinion of some of 
the workers in the North that the estab- 
lishment of an Irish Republic would mean 
the destruction of the Protestant religion. 
To their mind, the Irish Free State was 
inhabited by a barbaric race who were 
kept from invading the North to enforce 
their particular religious viewpoint by the 
force of British imperialism. | 

If the Labour Party wished to achieve 
power and success in the North they 
should succeed in getting the workers: to 
think in terms of economic conditions. 


THEIR VIEWS ON SPAIN 


They had been attacked, he said, by the 
Trish Independent for defending the 
workers against the attacks not only of 
national, but international, Fascists. They 
tmade no apology for that; and his party 
was proud of the fact that it had assisted 
Spanish democracy against the attacks of 
Fascists, whether German or Italian. 
When would the Irish workers, who had 
experienced the Black and Tan régime, 
realise that Franco was doing exactly the 
same thing in Spain as the Black and 
Tans did in Ireland? 

They believed, he added, it was possible 
to achieve an essential democracy by con- 
stitutional means, and they had nothing 
in common with the philosophy or ideals 
of the Communist Party. But if by 
chance it proved that they had some 
points in common there was no reason 
why they should not unite in working for 
their achievement. 

On broad lines, however, they were 
diametrically opposed to the philosophy 
of Communism. 

The Conference adjourned until 10 a.m, 
to-day. 


SUPREME COURT 
REFORM IN USS.

Signs of a disposition to compromise 
became apparent to-day, when President 
Roosevelt's plan to reform the Supreme 
Court came under discussion in Com- 
mittee. 

The Judiciary Committee of the House 
of Representatives decided to defer until 
Thursday any action on the President's 
recommendations. 

Nevertheless it reported favourably on 
a bill proposed ‘by its chairman, Mr. H. 
W. Sumners, of Texas, which would 

srmit Supreme Court judges to retire on 
full pay at the age of 70. This move 
appears designed to encourage judges to 
retire voluntarily at the age suggested by 
Mr. Roosevelt for their “ duplication.”’ 

At present members of the Supreme 
Court wishing to retire have to resign. It 
is then usual for Congress to pass a bill 
authorising the payment of a pension to 
the amount of their full salary. 

To-day Mr. J. T. Robinson, Democratic 
leader of the Senate, proposed that under 
the President’s plan the age of retirement 
of all Federal judges, including those of 
the Supreme Court, should be 75 instead 
of 70. 

He emphasised that he was only express- 
ing a personal opinion, and not speaking 
on behalf of th» Administration. 


ADVERSE VOTES 
NEW. YORK, Tuesday, 


The Senate of Texas, an overwhelmingly 
Democratic State, carried a resolution to- 
day by 21 votes to 3 disapproving of 
President Roosevelt's proposed reform of 
the Judiciary, and urging the Texas 
members of Congress to lend their in- 
fluence and cast their votes against its 
passage. The State’s House of Repre- 
sentatives vcted down in the proportion of 
three to one a resolution commending Mr. 
Roosevelt for his proposal. 

The House of Representatives of 
Connecticut, by a vote of 158 to 90, also 
instructed the State members of Congress 
to oppose the measure. It described it as 
‘‘an astounding proposal,’’ and declared 
that “ the life of the Federal Govermment 
is threatened by anvthing which tends to 
break down the independence of uny of 
the three great departments—the Legis- 
lature, the Executive and the Judiciary.”’

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., chairman, 
presided. oe 
Stephen Byrne, invoice clerk, of Exide 


Batteries, Ltd., stated that he had been smok- 
ing in his office in the packing-room that 
evening, but placed the cigarette ends in an 
ashtray, left there for that purpose. 

Before leaving the premises, at 8.30 p.m., 
he went to the charging room in the base- 
ment to work, and noticed rubbish, consisting 
of packing cardboard and wire, lying adjacent 
to the furnace. It had been swept up to be 
burned. He had tea on the premises that 
evening, and, after finishing his work, went 
to the Theatre Royal. On coming out of the 
theatre he saw the fire. The next day he 
visited the premises and took away a number 
of files. They had been charred on the side, 
He noticed that the wooden portion of the 
partition around the offices was still standing. 


NO SMELL OF GAS 
Replying to Mr. D. Fawsitt (for the 


Attorney-General) witness said that. he 
noticed no smell of gas before he left the 
office on the evening of the fire. 

In answer to Mr. Charles Casey (for the 
néext-of-kin of Firemen Malone and McArdle), 
the witness said that Mr. Smith, another 
employé, was also smoking on the evening 
of the fire. 

The witness said that he first thought the 
cause of the fire might have been a spark 
from a railway engine or that the fire might 
have originated in Kelly's, above the Battery 
Company s premises. During all his time he 
had never known a spark to come from a 
railway engine on to the premises. He had 
seen smuts which came from engines. 

Thomas Cashel, Exide Battery Company 

messenger boy, said that he swept the rub- 
bish down to the basement and put it near 
the furnace. He did not smoke inside the 
premises on the night of the fire. He intended 
to burn the rubbish in the usual way next 
morning. 
Anthony Smith, bookkeeper, Exide Bat- 
teries Company, said that he was last to leave 
the premises on the night of the fire and saw 
that all the doors were locked and all the 
lights out. The gas ring in the assembly- 
room was out as well as the blow lamp. 


THEORY OF CAUSE 
The witness, in reply to Mr. Kelly, K.C. 
(for the Attorney-General), said that he had 
considered a theory as to the cause of the 
fire—that a cat might have knocked a piece 
of wire across the batteries and caused a 
spark. 
Mrs. Power, emploved as cleaner, said that 
she had not found cigarette ends on the 
floors, 
Patrick Moore, store hand, a non-smoker, 
said he had turned off the gas after making 
tea. They always took tea in the basement. 
He noticed nothing unusual when leaving the 
premises. 
Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, K.C.. said that the 
case for the Exide Batteries Company was 
concluded, but he would call rebutting evi- 
dence if necessary. 
The Tribunal adjourned until to-day at 2 
p.m., when Mr, Albert Wood, K.C., will open 
the case for the Dublin Corporation.

“IT WILL BE BALANCED” 
SAYS MINISTER 
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From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 


M VINCENT-A U RIOL, the 
¢ French Finance Minister, 
answering inquiries in the Senate to- 
day, claimed that the revenue was 
coming in according td expectations. 

Indirect taxes alone last month 
brought in £2,500,000, more than in 
January last year. The figure for 
December was £2,800,000, more than 
the previous December. 

“Taking account of the expected influx 
of foreign visitors,” the Minister con- 
tinued, ‘‘ I think the second half of this 
year will also prove that there has been 
no miscalculation. The ordinary Budget 
will be balanced.”’ 


DEFENCE 


Referring to the “ extraordinary 
Budget ” for national defence expendi- 
ture, M. Vincent-Auriol said: “ This year 
is one in which the two years’ military 
service is operative. Of the 10,000 added 
to the State’s pay-roll four-fifths are in 
military employment. Who will say this 
is not justified ? '' 

The Government, he continued, did not 
want another currency bill. The last 
currency bill devalued the franc. 

“ We have signed an agreement with 
two great democracies—Great Britain and 
the United States,” he said. ‘‘ We do not 
want to practise a lone monetary policy at 
a time when our interests are pushing us 
nearer to other democracies. 

“To unpeg the exchanges would be a 
breach: of monetary agreement, which on 
the contrary we must seek to extend.’’

MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
NEW FIGHT

The Times remarks editorially to-day: 
Mr. Roosevelt’s bill to reform the Federal 
Judiciary has now been introduced in both 
the Senate and the House of Representa- 
tives. There has thus opened what 
promises to be one of the biggest fights in 
the history of Congress. The proposals 
for rejuvenating the Supreme Court, 
which have been greeted with a chorus of 
indignant protest, will be hotly opposed 
by Republican and Conservative Demo- 
crats, and by many, neither Republican 
nor Conservative, who see in them an 
attack upon the independence of the 
judiciary and an attempt to pack the 
court in the interests of the New Deal. 
They will be just as hotly defended by the 
supporters of the bill, who will urge that 
the Supreme Court, as the authoritative 
interpreter of the Constitution, has the 
final voice in determining upon what sub- 
jects and in what way Congress may legis- 
late, that it has become, in effect, not 
merely the interpreter, but the moulder, 
of the Constitution, applying the formulas 
of 1787 to the very different conditions of 
1987, and that to discharge this function 
successfully it needs to be moré in touch 
and in sympathy with these conditions 
than is possible when the majority of its 
members are seventy-five or older. No 
attack, it may be taken for granted, will 
be made upon the Court which is the most 
deeply respected of all American institu- 
tions, nor will its members be accused of 
any conscious partisanship in the judg- 
ments which have invalidated: nearly all 
the principal measures of social reform 
and economic reconstruction passed by 
Congress during the past four years. 

The proposals now before Congress, 
proceeds The Times, intend not merely a 
rejuvenation and strengthening of the 
Supreme Court itself, but also a remodel- 
ling of the whole Federal judicial system 
to relieve the grave congestion in the lower 
Courts, and to ensure a speedy settlement 
of cases involving the legality of Acts 
passed by Congress. The present state of 
uncertainty and delay is, indeed, almost 
incredible. Years may elapse before it is 
finally decided whether an Act which has 
been challenged is valid or invalid. The 
N.R.A., for example, ran for two years 
frequently impunged, with the lower 
Courts deciding some one way and some 
another, before it was finally quashed by 
the Supreme Court. The Tennessee Valley 
Authority was set up in May, 1933. Some 
of its activities were finally declared valid 
a few months ago, but others are still 
under. challenge. The Wagner Labour 
Relations Act, passed in July, 1935, which 
secured for work-people the right of collec- 
tive bargaining, and the important Socia! 
Security Act, still await final judgment. 
There would probably be little controversy 
over the President's proposals if they did 
no more than remedy these glaring defects 
in the present system. It is the project 
of changing the composition of the 
Supreme Court which has raised the storm 
—a storm which was to be expected, since 
everyone realises that the high reputation 
of this Court, both at home and abroad, 
is one of the great national assets of the 
United States.

SUSTAINED

The suspension of Attendant Thomas 
McGowan, of the Sligo-Le‘trim ‘Mental Hos: 
pital staff, following an allegation of ill- 
treatment of a patient, was discussed at a 
meeting of the Comittee of Management 
to-day. 

Dr. John Dunne, R.M.S.;~ im a report, 
stated that he held an exhaustive inquiry 
following a complaint. John McLoughlin, 
labourer, who was engaged at work on the 
new hospital extension, informed “him that 
his attention was attracted by. the roars of a 
patient whom he saw receiving a cuff on thre 
ear from McGowan. He saw him knocked 
down by the cuff and kicked four-—or five 
times by McGowan while on the ground. 
Later he saw the patient walking. to the 
institution in his bare feet McLoughlin 
added that he was about 400 yards distant 
at the time. i 

George McGarry, labourer, informed him 

that he saw McGowan strike the patient 
on the back of the ear, and when the patient 
ran away McGowan followed him and gave 
him a couple of ‘‘ thumps”’ and the patient 
fell. McGarry said that he shouted to the 
attendant, and MeGowan replied, “ Mind 
your own business.” 
McGowan raise his hand to him. During the 
one of the patients while at exercise took an 
epileptic fit, and with Attendant Cawley’s 
assistance he lifted him up. This patient 
took a second fit, and was running to get 
through a wire fence when Attendant 
McGowan stopped him. He did not see 
McGowan raise his hand to him During the 
second fit McGowan put his boot under the 
patient’s head to support it. The patient kicked 
off his boots twice during the fits. But they 
were replaced, and he did not walk to the 
institution in his bare feet, He never saw 
McGowan ill-treat any patient. Attendant 
Cawley, said the report, made a similar state- 
ment. 


“FALLING IN A FIT” 


Dr. Dunne said that he also took the 
evidence of other patients on whom he could 
rely. They said that they saw the patient 
falling in a fit. There was a black mark on 
the patient’s forehead, but no sign of bruising 
to show that he had been struck, and the 
patient himself told him that he was not 
struck by an attendant. 

Attendant McGowan, im his statement, 
demed the allegation, and said that he put 
the patient on the ground when he was taking 
the second fit. 

Dr. Foley, Assistant R M.S8., informed him 
(Dr. Dunne) that he examined the patient, 
and found no mark or sign of injury except a 
bruise on the forehead and an abrasion on 
one elbow, which could have been caused by 
a - kick. Having inquired’ exhaustively 
into the allegations made by the three 
labourers, Dr. Dunne reported that he was 
convinced that, seeing the patient struggling 
in an: epileptic fit and running away im a 
demented manner, and also seeing the rough 
measures, sometimes unavoidable in protect- 
ing patients from injury themselves, these 
men must have made a nristake. . 

Mr. Donohoe, a member of the committee, 
asked was it fair to suspend McGowan when 
the Assistant R.M.S. did not find any marks 
on the patient’s body. : 

Dr. Dunne said. that their reputation for 
the good treatment of patients must be pre- 
served at all costs, and he eomid not come

“These claims can in principle only 
refer to all former German colonies. There 
can be no bargaining about the justice of 
Germany's claims. 

“ Article 231 of the Versailles Treaty 
has been quashed by Adolf Hitler’s state- 
ments. The claim to reparations has thus 
also been nullified in principle, and 
Germany as being ‘ not guilty ’ might even 
reclaim the past demands of the others.”’

A minimum visibility between 2 “EEA 
vehicles on bends or on hills of feet;

Guard rails or hedges between footpaths 
and carriage ways, wherever pedestrian traffic 
is heavy; 

Ample grass verges, with trees and shrubs 
so pianhed as to lessen headlight glare; 

Bridges to carry major traffic routes over 
or under local roads, and, subject to other 
considerations, light-coloured materials for 
road surfaces, to afford better visibility at 
night.

Other recommendations include the prompt 
removal of all obsolete or redundant road 
signs and the setting back off the main road 
of 'bus stops, so as to prevent any reduction 
in the traffic capacity of the road.

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HAYDON ON ENGLAND'S

“ We did as well as expected, but had no 
chance with the American and Continental 
stars,” said A. A. Kaydon, the English cap- 
tain. ““The Americans, who won both men’s 
and women’s team events—the first time the 
‘double’ has been accomplished—started 
right under the tuition of F. Glanoz, and 
have mastered knuckle-spin services. We 
had ten years’ faults to correct.’ 

Haydon is of the opinion that Miss Ruth 
Aarons is supreme among women, and that 
Erhlich, who defeated Barna at Vienna, will 
retain his English championship at Wembley 
next Saturday. 

Mr, A. H. Wilmott, English representative 
to the International Congress, said that the 
women’s world final between Miss Aarons 
(holder) and her Austrian opponent was 
— after an hour and three-quarters play 
and the title declared vacant upon the in- 
struction of the International Jury. The 
International Federation did not pass a *‘ time 
limit’’ rule, but gave the jury power to act 
if they considered players “ unenterprising.”’
